VETERANS TAKEN BY DEATH. 
Major General Joshua Chamberlaine, 


ex Governor of Maine and distinguished 
civil war veteran, died on Tuesday at his 
bone in Portland. He was popularly call- 
ed the "Hero of Little Round Top," ow- 
ing to the gallant way in which he ban 
died his troops at that fighting centre, 
Gettysburg. 


In the morgue at the Keary, N. J., sol- 


diers' home, under the same flag, last 
week lay the bodies of two old men, both 
Civil War veterans and friends since they 
met at Gettysburg in 1863. They died 
within a few hours of each other, grief 
over the death of the one contributing to 
the death of the other. The two men 
were John DeForrest 70 years old, and 
Michael Clark, 78. DeForrest joined a 
hospital corps when the war began and 
worked for 4 years as a nnree. Clark was 
in the Infantry. He was wounded at 
Gettysburg and DeForrest nursed him to 
recovery. Friendship grew out of the in- 
timacy of the nurse and patient through 
the lives of both.

SURE BAUGH TOO IS DEAD 


General Villa has acknowledged the 


authority of General Venustiano Car 
. anza as the "first chief" of the Mexi- 
can 
Constitutionalists and will not 


permit the joint American and British 
commission to examine the body of 
William S. Benton, the British subject, 
until the Washington government hap 
consulted Carranza and obtained hit 
consent. 


This explanation was made by Pres 


Ident Wilson of the sudden and serious 
complication in the Mexican situation 
which resulted in the recall of the 
commission from Juarez to £1 Paso, 
Tex., when they were prevented from 
going to Chihuahua City to examine 
Benton's body. 


Fresh reports indicating that Gus 


tave Bauch, an American citien, was 
killed at Juarez, coming close on the 
complications of the Benton case, sur- 
rounded the Mexican situation with 
added tenseness. 


Carranza, as head of the Constitu 


tlonalists, has been called upon for a 
satisfactory explanation of Bauch's 
disappearance, and it will be pointed 
out to the rebel chieftain that failure 
to protect all foreigners will be likely 
to lead to grave complications. 


The president told callers that the 


desire of the commissioners to get 
further instructions from Washington, 
as well as orders from Villa himself, 
had necessitated the postponement of 
the trip, but the president takes it for 
granted that the commission will start 
in a few days.

Philadelphia, looking 


and speaking like the legendary wo 
man who rc.ssed through fire, witli 
a new name that she will retain foi 
the rest of her life, Is in seclusion at 
the home of a private family near 
Philadelphia. 


She left her cell at 4 o'clock in the 


morning under the wararnt issued ten 
days ago by the state pardon board 
and signed by Governor Tener. , 
- "Don't tell them where I am," she 
said plteously. "Don't tell anyone 
where I am. I am not Kate Edwards 
any more. She is dead and buried. I 
have"left her behind—with all the hor- 
ror and the suffering. I just want to 
start again. I never knew what life 
was, or what human kindness was, un 
til I was put in jail." 


The lawyers who worked for Mrs

Mrs. Edwards is now fifty-two year.= 


old.

Major General Joshna Cbamberlaino, 
ex Governor of Maine and distinguished 
civil war veteran, died on Tuesday at bis 
hone in Portland. He was popularly call­ 
ed the “ Hero of Little Round T op/’ ow­ 
ing to the gallant way in which he ban 
died hie troops at that fighting centre, 
Gettysburg.

Onions 8tuffod With Beans.—Take 
the small sized Spanish onion and boll 
gently for an hour. 
Cook two table- 
spoonfuls of mushrooms chopped fine 
in a tablespoonful of butter; add salt 
and pepper. Rub a quarter of a cup 
of cooked butter beans through a 
sieve, mix them with the mushrooms 
and stuff the onions with this mixture. 
Put them on a 
baking 
sheet 
and 
brown in a hot oven. 
Serve on a 
platter garnished with a few of the 
beans and mushrooms left whole. 


Onions With Cheese.—Cook a pint 
of onions until tender, then place In 
a buttered baking dish, sprinkle with 
grated cheese, a salf cup is a generous 
amount, less will do, and then pour 
over a rich white sauce made of two 
tablespoonfuls each 
of butter 
and 
flour cooked together, and a half cup 
of thin cream added; when smooth 
and thick add a teaspoonful of salt, 
a few dashes of red pepper. Bake un­ 
til the buttered crumbs which 
are 
sprinkled over the top are a rich 
brown. 


Onions With Lentils.—Wash a quar­ 
ter of a cup of German lentils and tie 
them loosely in a piece of muslin. Boil 
until tender, then rub through a sieve. 
Remove the onion center and chop 
fine, after cooking until tender. 
Mix 
with the lentils, the onion, pepper, salt, 
a tablespoonful of catsup and fill the 
centers. , Bake 
about 
ten minutes. 
Serve on a hot platter garnished with 
lentils and tomato sauce.

The Gettysburg; Postoffice. 


Gettysburg, Feb. 27.—Following the 


public inspection of the new federal build- 
ing here last evening, Daniel Lafean, of 
York, through whose efforts as congress 
man the' appropriation lor the structure 
was obtained, was guest of honor at a ban- 
quet in the Gettysburg hotel 
It is esti- 


mated that fully 2,500 persons passed 
through, between the hours of 7 and 9 p. 
m., and viewed the new building, which 
will be occupied by the postoffice force 
and opened for public business on Satur- 
day. One hundred and fifty prominent 
men of Gettysburg and Adams and York 
counties were guests at the banquet. The 
banquet was tendered by Postmaster C. 
W. Beales to the force of the Gettysburg 
office and the postmasters and rural ear 
riers of Adams county, and newspaper 
men of the county. 


The new federal buidling was erected at 


a cost of $142,000. Work on its con 
etruction began in May, 1912. The exter- 
ior is of Pennsylvania marble. The lob- 
by is of Georgia marble and bronze. The 
first floor postoffice working room is fin- 
ished in oak, while the rooms to be used 
by the revenue collector and battlefield 
commission are finished in mahogany. 
The building will be occupied by the 
postoffice, the Gettysburg National Mili- 
tary Park commission and by the revenue

Runaway Injures Several Persons. 


Mr, and Mrs. Henry Kaiser, residing 


about two miles North of town, along the 
Carlisle pike, and a yonnu »»ori of Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Geo. F. Kabine, of Philadelphia 


street, were injured in a runaway accident, 
about 8 o'clock on Thnrxday ni«ht. The 
particulars of the affair are about as fol- 
lows : (Jeo.

HELPING THE 


POOR TO 


P 


HILADELPHIA.—The saying that 
the poor are always with us was 
just as true in the revolutionary 


days as it is now. Even then funds 
were laid aside that few might suffer 
from the wintry blasts. The founda- 
tion laid by the originators of the plan 
has been added to by numerous lega- 
cies and donations until now the nu- 
merous coal funds amount to a half 
million dollars. So far as is known, 
the last of these funds was estab- 
lished a quarter of a century ago. The 
principal will never te touched, and 
the interest will insu/e the distribu- 
tion of hundreds of tons of coal annu- 
ally for all time to come. 


By these funds people of all sec- 


tions, classes and creeds are benefited. 
Some of tho trust funds have restric- 
tions, but those limitations are over- 
balanced by the liberality of others. 
Practically all of the poverty stricken 
can have coal to tide them over the 
•winter's severe spells. There is little 
necessity -for any to freeze, for be- 
sides the endowment funds there are 
numerous coal and fuel funds, and 
most of the ward and neighborhood 
charitable associations have methods 
and means of supplying coal to 
the 


needy of their immediate vicinities 


One can only begin to guess the 


tremendous amount of good that has 
been accomplished in the countless 
homes that have been heated; no one 
can surmise how many lives have 
been saved during the period, extend- 
ing from 25 to 145 years, for which 
the funds have been in existence. 


Coal was not even known when the 


men and women of colonial times 
Btarted the modest charities which 
havs grown to half a million dollars 
today. Those early foundations were 
known as fuel funds. 


Immense Trust Fund. 


The fuel funds that have been in- 


trusted to the board of city trusts 
alone from 1S69 to 1883 have a total 
value of 5323,079 20. Of this sum, one 
fund, left by 
Thomas D. 
Grover, 


amounting to $180,000, diverts 
$600 


annually to other purposes 
Never- 


theless, the interest permits the an- j 
nual distribution of about &50 tons of 
coal. 
This coal is given to widows 


only and, by the provisions of the fund 
created in 1818, the deaths of their i 
husbands must have occurred m the | 
old district of Sotithwark. 
Further- 


more, no foreigners can benefit from 
this particular fund, and the recipi- 
ents must be housekeepers or room- 
keepers. 


The total amount of fuel distributed 


by the board of city trusts in 3912 
amounted to 1.428M: tons, at a cost of

free to the needy, with th" exoeptioji 
of 100 tons provided by

tablished in ITC'J by James Olapoole, 
and has a present total

$1,050. The next—tne George Emlen ' 
fund, with a \aluation of $7,811.18—j 
was created in 1770. Neither of these I 
funds specifically state that they must j 
be used for fuel, but the income has j 
been devoted to that purpose. Togeth- 
er they afford the annual distribution 
of forty-three tons. 
The City Fuel 


fund was established from 
1793 to 


1809. This is a consolidation of flve 
funds in existence a*, that time They 
are known as the Ftee Masons' fund, 
Mr. Rickett's donation, the 
mayor's 


court fun, Elizabeth Kearnatrick's 
legacy and John Bleakley's 
legacy. 


The City fund permits the distribution 
of coal in the old city of Philadelphia 
alone, and about thirty-one tons are 
distributed every year. 


The B. W. and I W. Morris fund, 


established 5nvJ806, is more liberal in 
its provisions; it looks out for the 
poor in the old city and in the- district 
of Southwark and the townships of 
southern Liberties. 


Stephen Girard, in addition to his 


many other philanthropies, did "not 
neglect the bins of the poor. He set 
aside a fund of ?10,000, with the pro- 
vision that the "Income was to pur- 
chase fuel between the months of 
March and August in every year for- 
ever, and in the month of January in 
every year forever distribute the same"' 
amongst poor white housekeepers and 
roomkeepers, of good character, re- 
siding in the (old) city of Philadel- 
phia " Some fifty-seven families liv- 
ing in these limits benefit from this 
fund. 


The residents of the Northern Lib- 


erties district receive 42% tons from 
the James Button fund, created in 
1833. The Esther Waters fund, created 
in 1883, does not specify any special 
restrictions, except that 
the 
bene- 


ficiaries must be found upon special 
inquiry to be most deserving of such 
aid " The coal distributed from this 
fund amounts to 73% tons. 


Another large fund, known as the 


Paul Beck fund, which gives away 
821/2 tons of a winter, is confined to 
the old city limits, and specifies that 
it shall be given to the ' outdoor" poor. 
This fund was established in 1844. 


Three j ears later the Spring Gar- 


den Fuel fund was established, pro- 
viding for i\arm homes for the needy 
residing in the Spring Garden district 
east of Broad street. This has an in- 
vested capital of $3,200, and permits 
the distribution of some 16% tons of 
coal. 


Frederick A. SheaJT was the first to 


create an additional fund after the 
war. 
This was in 1874. It permits 


of an annual distribution of about 24 
tons of coal. 


A fund of $10,000 was left to the 


poor of the city "without respect to 
color or creed" in the will of Mary 
Shields, probated in 1880 
For the 


last twenty-three years some 
43% 


tons have been distributed annually 
from the Shields legacj. The Sejbert 
fund, of like value, created in 1883. 
allowed the distribution of 61% tons 
during 1912. The incomes from the 
two legacies are not equal 


Many Distribution Methods. 


The board of city trusts has many 


methods for the distribution of coal 
under Us care. 
All of the families 


benefited are carefully 
investigated. 


The funds are managed in such a wa> 
that there is always a large cash bal- 
ance for a stormy day, or for any oth- 
er emergency that warrants its use. 
The >ear 1912, for which the last of- 
ficial report is made, was not espe 
cially s-ever". jjor were the times bad, 
so that the cash balance that \\as set 
aside from the 
numerous 
incomes 


amounted to about $15,000.

supplied to poor women annually The 
fund is managed by a board of direc- 
tors, composed of 
prominent men.

The fund is overrun with appli- 
cants every year, and has all it can 
do to handle the cases under its can) 
at present. 


Besides the free and half-rate coal 


systems, many methods have been de- 
vised to assist the poor to get their 
winter's supply. 
Savings fund 
and 


other plans which permit them to pay 
for it on installments have been in 
existence for nearly a century. Prob- 
wbly the oldest and most important 
of these is the Fuel Savings Society of 
the City and Liberties of Philadelphia, 
established in 1821. Its object is to 
teach the industrious poor the benefit 
they may derive from saving small 
amounts from their earnings during 
the spring, summer and autumn, and 
so provide themselves with fuel for 
the winter. Deposits not exceeding 
one dollar at a time are received, and 
coal is. delivered to the 
depositors 


during the winter for th«» amount of 
their credit. The income of the so- 
ciety is applied to a reduction of the 
price of coal, and in that way assists 
the poor. 


Mothers Get Supply of Coal. 


This method of encouraging tha 


poor to prepare for the stormy weath- 
er is practiced in many of the charit- 
able 
societies 
and 
neighborhood 


houses, especially those managed by 
friends. The Bedford Street mission, 
where Comly B. Shoemaker is presi- 
dent of tlie managers, not only helps 
the people of the neighborhood, most- 
ly foreigners, to save, but also dis- 
tributes the coal. 
It is not an un- 


usual sight to see a long line of wom- 
en leaving the Neighborhood house, 
on Kater street above Sixth, with 
buckets and bags of coal. 


Many carry the coal, in their old- 


country style, on their heads. Tvrenty- 
three pounds are given to a bucket. 
In cases of destitution the 
coal 
is 


given free. During the course of a 
season about 25,000 buckets are sold 
at the mission and more than 1,000 
buckets are given free, in addition to 
the coal supplied in half-ton lots. 


The mission sells coal in ton and 


half-ton lots at cost to the depositors 
in its savings fund. Miss Mary Boyd, 
who for years has acted as missionary 
for the society, visits the homes and 
receives the money for the coal during 
the warmer seasons. Not more than 
a dollar is received at a time, or less 
than a nickel. Miss Boyd investigates 
every case. 


Another worthy coal saving plan is 


that of the Whittier Center, which has 
for its object the assisting of poor 
negro families. It was formerly man- 
aged by the Starr Center, 725 Lom- 
bard street, but last year was turned 
over to the Whittier Center. 
Many 


prominent woung women entered into 
this work, and during the sweltering 
days in summer can be found going 
from door to door in the side streets 
of the negro section encouraging the 
inhabitants to save for the next win- 
ter's coal and be prepared 
for the 


blizzards and frosts. Coal clubs have 
been formed, and the members meet 
at the center, bring their savings and 
have entertainment!? and sociables. 


Besides supplying coal at half rates, 


the Union Benevolent association of 
716 Spruce street loans stoves 
t'o 


those in need of them. A few years 
ago, when stoves were more general- 
ly used, about 500 stoves were dis- 
tributed every season, but now there 
is a demand for only about seventy 
stoves.

Home Missionary society and the

society, have means of assisting those 
in distress "to get coal.

—Tbe saying that 
the poor are always with us was 
just as true in the revolutionary 
days as it is now. 
Even then funds 
were laid aside that few might suffer 
from the wintry blasts. 
The founda­ 
tion laid by the originators of the plan 
has been added to by numerous lega­ 
cies and donations until now the nu­ 
merous coal funds amount to a half 
million dollars. 
So far as is known, 
the last of these funds was estab­ 
lished a quarter of a century ago. The 
principal will never te touched, and 
the interest will insu/e the distribu­ 
tion of hundreds of tons of coal annu­ 
ally for all time to come. 


By these funds people of all sec­ 
tions, classes and creeds are benefited. 
Some of tho trust funds have restric­ 
tions, but those limitations are over­ 
balanced by the liberality of others. 
Practically all of the poverty stricken 
can have coal to tide them over the 
winter’s severe spells. There is little 
necessity -for any to freeze, for be­ 
tides the endowment funds there are 
numerous coal and fuel funds, and 
most of the ward and neighborhood 
charitable associations have methods 
and means of supplying coal to 
the 
needy of their immediate vicinities. 


One can only begin to 
guess 
the 
tremendous amount of good that has 
been accomplished in the 
countless 
homes that have been heated; no one 
can surmise how many lives 
have 
been saved during the period, extend­ 
ing from 25 to 145 years, for which 
the funds have been in existence. 


Coal was not even known when the 
men and women of 
colonial 
times 
started the modest charities which 
have grown to half a million dollars 
today. Those early foundations were 
known as fuel funds. 


immeme Trust Fund. 


The fuel funds that have been in­ 
trusted to the board of city trusts 
alone from 18G9 to 
have a total 
value of $323,079.20. Of this sum, one 
fund, left by 
Thomas 
D. 
Grover, 
amounting to $180,000, 
diverts 
$GU0 
annually to other purposes. 
Never­ 
theless, the interest permits the an­ 
nual distribution of about 850 tons of 
coal. 
This coal is given to widows 
only and, by tho prorisions of the fund 
created in 1848, the deaths of their 
husbands must have occurred in the 
old district of Southwark. 
Further­ 
more, no foreigners can benefit from 
this particular fund, and the recipi­ 
ent* must b# housekeepers or room- 
keopers. 


The total amount of fuel distributed 
by the board of city trusts in 1912 
amounted to 1,428% tons, at a cost of 
$8,697.21. 
All of this coal was given 
free to tho needy, with the exception 
of 100 tons provided by 
tho 
Elias 
Boudinot fund, for which the jrecipJ- 
tmts were required U> pay $2 per ton. 


The first of the ftfel funds was es­ 
tablished Jn 1709 by James CJapoole, 
and has a present total 
capital 
of 
$1,050. The next—the George Emlen 
fund, with a valuation of $7.81 U 8 -- 
was created in 1776. Neither of these 
funds specifically state that they must 
be uspd for fuel, but the Income has 
been devoted to that purpose. Togeth­ 
er they afford tho annual distribution 
of forty-three tons. 
The City Fuel 
fund was established from 
1793 to 
1809. This is a consolidation of five 
funds Jn existence a* that time. They 
are known as the F/ee Masons1 fund, 
Mr. Itickett’s donation, tho 
mayor's 
court fun, 
Elizabeth 
Kearpatrick’s 
legacy and John Bleakley's 
legacy. 
The City fund permits the distribution 
of coal in the old city of Philadelphia 
alone, and about thirty-one tons are 
distributed every year. 


The IJ. W. and I W. Morris fund, 
established in ,1806, is more liberal Jn 
It* provisions; it looks out for the 
poor In the old city and in the district 
ot Southwark and the townsLii>s of 
•them Liberties. 


Stephen Girard, in addition to his 
many other philanthropies, did 
not 
neglect the bins of the poor. 
He set 
aside a fund of $10,000, with the pro­ 
vision that the “Income was to pur­ 
chase fuel between the months 
of 
March and August in every year for- 


amongst poor white housekeepers and 
room keepers, of good character, re­ 
siding in the fold) city of Philadel­ 
phia.“ 
Some fifty-seven families liv­ 
ing in these limits benefit from this 
fund. 


The residents of the Northern Lib­ 
erties district receive 42V6 tons from 
the James Dutton fund, created in 
1833. The Esther Waters fund, created 
in 1883, does not specify any special 
restrictions, except that 
the 
bene­ 
ficiaries must be found upon special 
inquiry to be most deserving of such 
aid.” 
The coal distributed from this 
fund amounts to 73^ tons. 


Another large fund, known as the 
Paul Beck fund, which gives away 
82% tons of a winter, is confined to 
the old city limits, and specifies that 
it shall be given to the “outdoor” poor. 
This fund was established In 1844. 


Three years later the Spring Gar­ 
den Fuel fund was established, pro­ 
viding for warm homes for the needy 
residing in the Spring Garden district 
east of Broad street. This has an in- 
vested capital of $3,200, and permits 
the distribution of some 16% tons of 
coal. 


Frederick A. Sheaff was the first to 
create an additional fund after the 
war. 
This was in 1874. 
Jt permits 
of an annual distribution of about 24 
tons of coal. 


A fund of $10,000 was left to the 
poor of the city “without respect to 
color or creed“ in the will of Mary 
Shields, probated Jn 1880. 
For the 
last twenty-three years some 
43% 
tons have been distributed annually 
from the Shields legacy. The Seybert 
fund, of like value, created in 1883, 
allowed the distribution of 61% tons 
during 1912. 
The incomes from the 
t*o legacies are not equal. 


Many Distribution Methods. 


The board of city trusts has many 
methods for the distribution of coal 
under its care. 
All of the families 
benefited are carefully 
investigated. 
The funds are managed in such a way 
that there is always a large cash bal­ 
ance for a stormy day, or for any oth­ 
er emergency that warrants its use. 
The year 1912, for w’hlch the last of­ 
ficial report Js made, was not espe 
daily severe, nor were the times bad, 
so that the cash balance that was set 
aside from the 
numerous 
incomes 
amounted to about $15,000. 


In addition to these 
free 
funds, 
there are a great number of others 
that permit the selling of coal at half 
rate to deserving persons In humble 
circumstances. 
TJio best known oí 
these is the liarte 
Grandom 
Coal 
found, 
commonly 
known 
as 
the 
“Widows' Coal.“ 
This fund, 
which 
amounts to more than $100,000, pro­ 
vides for the distribution of coal to 
widows at half price. 
The fund has 
been incorporated since 1840, and a 
specific clause among its provisions 
states that the intemperate are not to 
benefit. About 5,000 tons of coal are 
supplied to poor women annually. The 
fund is managed by a board of direc­ 
tors, composed of 
prominent 
men. 
Each one has a district, and he has 
charge of the distribution In that par­ 
ticular section. 


Edwin G. Dixon, who is the chair­ 
man </f *he board, said that ail of tho 
cases are thoroughly examined and 
efforts are made to help the worthy, 
and particularly thoBe who, struggling 
for a living, are trying to ;ieJp them­ 
selves. 
Fiequently the directors re* 
delve complaints from chari abie as- 
sedations because tiiey have furnished 


cm! to certain wo a m , with the report 
that the»« women go out scrubbing 
every day and by their careful thrift 
are able to make *nde m eet 
Mr. 
IMson says It In this very type of 
woman the Grandom fund trlea to 
help. The fund Is overrun with appll< 
cant« every year, and haa all It can 
do to handle tho ease» under its care 
at present« 


Besides tho free and half-rate coal 
systems, many methods have been de- 
visod to assist the poor to get their 
winter's supply. 
Savings fund 
and 
other plana which permit them to pay 
for it on Installments have been in 
existence for nearly a century. Prob* 
ably the oldest and most Important 
of these is tho Fuel Savings Society of 
tho City and Liberties of Philadelphia, 
established in 1821. 
Its object is to 
tench the industrious poor tho benefit 
they may derive from saving small 
Amounts from their earnings during 
the spring, summer and nutumn, and 
so provide themselves with fuel for 
the winter. 
Deposits not exceeding 
one dollar at a time are received, and 
coal la delivered to 
the 
depositors 
during the winter for the amount of 
their credit. 
The income of the so­ 
ciety is applied to a reduction of the 
prico of coal, and in that way assists 
the poor. 


Mothers Get Supply of Coal. 


This method of 
encouraging 
tha 
poor to prepare for the stormy weath­ 
er is practiced in many of the charit­ 
able 
societies 
and 
neighborhood 
houses, especially those managed by 
friends. 
Tho Bedford Street mission, 
where Comly B. Shoemaker is presi­ 
dent of the managers, not only helps 
the people of the neighborhood, most­ 
ly foreigners, to save, but also dis­ 
tributes the coal. 
It is not an un­ 
usual sight to see a long line of wom­ 
en leaving the Neighborhood house, 
on Kater street above Sixth, 
with 
buckets and bags of coal. 


Many carry the coal, In their old- 
country style, on their heads. Twenty- 
three pounds are given to a bucket 
In cases of destitution the 
coal 
is 
given free. 
During the course of a 
season about 25,000 buckets are sold 
at the mission and more than 1,000 
buckets are given free, in addition to 
the coal supplied in half-ton lots. 


The mission sells coal in ton and 
half-ton lots at cost to the depositors 
in its savings fund. Miss Mary Boyd,

Henry 
Moore 'TSllee, 
eighty-four 


years old, ex-United States Senator 
trom Colorado, died at big home in 
Denver, aft*>r an Illness )a«t!ng two 
years. Heart trouble and the inflrml- 


of age caused bis death. 


Henry M, Teller was elected five 


times to the United States senate and 
lie also served as secretary of the 
interior. 


Henry M. Teller, of Colorado, serv- 


ed in the United States senate from 
1876 until 1909, with the exception of 
the three years 1882-85, when he was 
secretary of the interior in President 
Arthur's cabinet. 


He was born in Granger, N. Y.f 


eighty-four years ago. He went west 
In 1858 after living three years in 
Illinois. He was on bis way to Colo- 
rado to go into a. law partnership with 
a friend' when the Civil War opened. 
He left the Democratic party on the 
slavery question in 1854. He worked 
with the Republican party until 1896, 
when he left it on the financial ques- 
tion, after which he was named as a 
candidate for tbe presidency by the 
free silver bolters. 


This "bolt" has been called the moat 


forlorn one in history. The Republi- 
can convention of that year was domi- 
nated by Mark Hanna and William 
McKinley was the nominee. 
There 


was no chance that the silver plank 
would be adopted, but Teller would 
not withdraw until noses were counted 
on the issue, and all through the pre- 
liminaries he fought for silver, even 
after the roll call of the states showed 
that the Republicans were going for 
gold. He made a dramatic speech, In- 
terrupted by sobs, and left the hall 
at St. Louis with his loyal followers, 
while spectators rose in their chairs 
and sang "The Red, White and Blue." 


Senator Lodge had told Teller there 


was no choice for the Republicans but 
to adopt the gold standard. This was 
at a committee meeting on the 17th. 
Lodge said he recognized Teller's sin- 
cere motives. Teller told of his long 
service in the Republican party. 
" "But," he said, "I shall be obliged to 
leave it if it declares for the gold 
standard. It is a matter of conscience 
and principle. No personal ambition is 
involved. I may be wrong; I believe 
not. Time alone can tell whether you 
are right or I." 


Hanna was certain on the morning 


of June 18 that McKinley would be 
nominated, whether the silver faction 
bolted or not. Senator Foraker read 
the majority report of the committee 
on planks. 
Senator Teller read the 


minority report and was cheered bois- 
terously, and said that the gold plank 
meant disaster, that he would have to 
sever his connection with the party 
that made it a part of its creed. "I 
realize what it will cost us," he added. 
"I realize the_ gibes and sneers and 
contumely that will be heaped upon 
us." 


When Senator Cannon, of Utah, had 


read an address prepared bv the se- 
cessionists, Teller talked with Can- 
non, tears running down his face, and 
shook hands with Senator Foraker and 
Chairman Thurston. Then Teller and 
Cannon went out of the hall with their 
followers, with the delegates cheering, 
laughing, hooting and crying. For- 
aker and Thurston standing with their 
hands clasped.

The decree, signed by the French tri- 
bunal, was handed down within the 
last few dajs.

Mr. and Mrs Mackay. She went to 
Paris last December for the express 
purpose, it was announced, of taking 
up a letcal residence that the suit 
might be filed. 


Five weeks ago Mr. Mackay sailed 


for Paris ami was served with a sum- 
mons. He appeared personally in the 
court, but offered no opposition. The 
decrees, according to the advices, 
gives both parties the right to re- 
marry.

He waa born In Oranger, N. T , 
etgbty^four year« ago. He went weat 
In 1818 after living three year« In 
IlUnota.

on the issue, and all through the pre­ 
liminaries he fought for silyer, even 
after the roll call of the atates showed 
that the Republicans were going for 
gold. He made a dramatic speech, In­ 
terrupted by sobs, and left the hall 
at St. Louis with his loyal followers, 
while spectators rose in their chairs 
and sang “The Red, White and Blue.’* 


Senator Lodge had told Teller there 
was no choice for the Republicans but 
to adopt tbe gold standard. This was 
at a committee meeting on the 17th. 
Lodge said he recognized Teller’s sin­ 
cere motives. Teller told of his long 
service in the Republican party. 


“But/’ he ap.Id, “1 shall be obliged to 
leave it if It declares for the gold 
standard. It is a matter of conscience 
and principle. No personal ambition is 
involved. I may be wrong; I believe 
not. Time alone can tell whether you 
are right or I.” 


Hanna was certain on tbe morning 
of June 18 that McKinley would be 
nominated, whether tbe silver faction 
bolted or not. Senator Foraker read i 
the majority report of the committee 
on planks.

TO EXAMINE ALL SAILORS. 


Points Out That Such Work Would In- 


cr«*M Efficiency of JackiM—Junior 
Officers From Naval Academy Will 
Act as Instructors-^Will Aid M«n at 
Expiration of Service. 


Washington.—Secretary of the Navy 


Daniels has issued an order making 
It compulsory for all enlisted men of 
the navy who are not well grounded 
In the common school branches uud 
have not yet completed two years' 
service iu the navy to attend the serv- 
ice schools, which will be held aboard 
ship and at training stations and 
yards. 
Junior officers only recently 


out of the Naval academy will act as 
instructors. 
Instruction in reading, 


writing, arithmetic, spelling, geogra- 
phy and history will be continued un- 
til each man has attained a satisfac- 
tory standard. 


Academic instruction will be limited 


to three-fourths of an hour each day 
and the remainder of the study ^period 
will be devoted to technical and naval 
subjects. 
Men who do not need the 


academic course will devote the whole 
period to other branches. 


The routine aboard ship will be ar- 


ranged so that the following general 
principle as regards the employment 
of the men may be followed as far as 
possible: All hands to, 9:15; cleaning 
and ship work; 9:15 to 11:45, drills and 
routine duties; 11:45 to 1J.5, dinner 
and recreation; 1:15 to 2:30, instruction 
and school daily except Saturdays, 
Sundays and holidays; 2:30 to 4:30. 
drill, work and recreation. 


The instruction will be under the 


general direction of the commanding 
officer. The executive officer will have 
immediate charge, assisted by ali com- 
missioned officers and by such warrant 
and petty officers as may be necessary 
La the different apartments aboard 
ship. 


Division officers are directed to ex- 


amine all men under tlieir supervision, 
noting the deficiencies of each man, 
che amount of instruction he may have 
received at the training station, the 
branches in which further instruction 
is most needed, the fltness of each 
man for promotion, the branch for 
which he is best suited and the per- 
sonal preferences and ambitions of 
each in order that classes may be 
formed to secure progress and im- 
provement in the mental and technical 
training of men in every branch of the 
navy service 


Whenever the weather or the circum 


stances of service of any particular 
ship or ships are such that adrhtiona1 
times during the day maj be given to 
instruction, commanding 
officeis are 


urged to increase the peuods of in 
structiou aiid to encourage night class- 
es when practicable 


Secretary Daniels points out that the 


idea \vhir-h prevails in some quarters 
that this instruction will intei fere with 
strictly m.tn of-war woik appears to 
be groundless, inasmuch as, more than 
three-fourths of the older is devoted 
to tbe consideration of strict!} techni- 
cal and naval instruction along lines 
that will tend directly to the increased 
efficiency of a man-of-war 


Tbe Xaval academy u> to he the cen-

Whenever the weather or the circum­ 
stances of service of any particular 
ship or ships are such that additional 
times during the day may be giveu to 
instruction, commanding officers are 
urged to increase the periods of in­ 
struction and to encourage night class­ 
es when practicable. 


Secretary Daniels points out that the 
idea which prevails in some quarters 
that this instruction will interfere with 
strictly man-of-war work appears to 
be groundless, inasmuch as more than 
three-fourths of the order is devoted 
to the consideration of strictly techni­ 
cal aud naval instruction along lines 
that will tend directly to the increased 
efficiency of a man-of-war. 


The Xaval academy is to be the cen­ 
ter for the preparation of handbooks 
to be used by beginners. 
Provision is

instruction. 
It is required that a com­ 
plete record of each man’s progress 
shall be permanently attached to his 
enlistment record and that he shall re­ 
ceive a certificate of proficiency at the 
completion of his term of service in 
the navy.

Washington.—The effect of the Un- 
derwood-Simmons tariff law on the 
importation of cattle is indicated by 
shipments from Canada and Mexico 
to the United States within the last 
two months. 


“Imported cattle inspected by the 
bureau of animal industry during the 
months of October and November/’ 
it was said at the office of informa­ 
tion of the department of agriculture, 
“numbered ‘«¿09,327 head as compared 
with 72,420 for the corresponding peri­ 
od of 1912. 
All of these cattle came 
from Canada and Mexico except 447 
head of pure bred cattle for breeding 
purposes imported from Great Britain. 


“The bulk of the slaughter cattle 
came from Canada, while Mexico fur­ 
nished over four-fifths of the stockers 
aud feeders. 


“Imported meats and meat food prod­ 
ucts inspected during October and 
November 
amounted 
to 
17,7i>:i.tfll 
pounds. The bulk of this consisted of 
fresh and refrigerated beef. Of the to­ 
tal Canada furnished 8,098,197 pounds, 
Argentina 0,209,700, Australia 2,725,-
